Russian Also Names Har- 
riman, Calls ‘Speaking 
Frankly’ a ‘Recipe for 
War’—Tirade so Bor- 
ing’ Dulles Walks Out. 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 22 
(UP)—Soviet Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister Andrei Y. Vishinsky today 
added former Secretary of State 
James F. Byrnes and Secretary of 
Defense James V. Forrestal to 
Russia’s list of American “war- 
mongers.” 


Opening the Soviet campaign to 


invoke world-wide press controls 
against war propaganda, Vishin- 
sky denounced Byrnes’s newly 
published book, “Speaking Frank- 
ly” as “a recipe for war” against 
the Soviet Union. 

He accused Forrestal of trying 
to “safeguard” American corpora- 
tions from charges that they prof- 
it by war and said that this meant 
the United States cabinet mem- 
ber would have to share responsi- 
bility for “a new war.” 

Also named by Vishinsky as a 
“warmonger was Secretary of 
Commerce W. Averell Harriman. 

Dulles Walks Out. 

The Soviet diplomat’s tirade 
drove American Delegate John 
Foster Dulles from the packed 
meeting room of the Assembly’s 
Political Committee. Dulles, ane 
of the Americans named in Vi- 
shinsky’s warmongering“ speech 
last month, told reporters later 
he found the address “boring” and 
therefore left the room. 


Vishinsky demanded steps by 
the U.N. to punish “warmongers,” 
urging the 57 United Nations of 
the General Assembly “not to take 
seriously” American and British 
opposition to such measures. 

Of Byrnes’s new book, Vishin- 
sky said; 

“Ig it possible to consider 
Byrnes’s statement otherwise than 
‘recipe fo rwar' against the 
U. S. S. R.? 

“Certainly not. Certainly it is 
a call for war.” 

“It was just lately,” Vishinsky 
said, “that former Secretary of 
State Byrnes started his frank 
talk, probably inspired under the 
shadows of Hollywood where, it 
is said, he is now serving in some 
vague capacity of a legal adviser, 
or an art adviser or critic.”

Premier Qavam’s Bill to Turn 

Down Pact He Had Signed 

Approved, 102 to 2. 

TEHRAN, Oct. 22 (UP)—The 
Iranian Parliament approved Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam’s oil bill by a 
vote of 102 to 2 tonight, thus re- 
jecting the pact he had signed 
with Russia for joint exploitation 
of Iranian oil resources. 

Under the bill approved today, 
Iran will: 1. Explore its own oil 
resources during the next five 
years, then exploit them with its 
own capital; 2. Make null and 
void Qavam’s conditional oi] pact 
with the Soviet Union (which was 
not binding until approved by Par- 
lament); 3. Refuse to grant con- 
cessions to foreign powers, or even 
to accept foreign assistance in oil 
exploitation, and 4. Negotiate with 
Russia with a view to selling oil 
to the Soviet Union—if oil is found 
within the e next five years.

told the nine nations represented 
at the recent Poland conference 
the Soviet Union could co-operate 
with capitalistic European nations 
indefinitely on the basis of “rec- 
iprocity and mutual fulfillment 
of obligations.” 


Zhdanov, an outstanding mem- 
ber of the Politburo (Political Bu- 
reau of the Central Committee) 
laid down a blueprint for Europe 
in which he called for co-opera- 
tion of European nations regard- 
less of systems of government, 
and urged Communist parties to 
fight “against United States im- 
perlalism.“ 


Zhdanov said all European na- 
tions now affiliated with the Mar- 
shall plan needed to do was to 
show steadfastness in “opposing 
American slave loan conditions,“ 
and Americans would be faced 
with an economic crisis stemming 
from lack of demand abroad for 
their production.

The 
cool weather is pushing rapidly in 
from the west and northwest, 
said, and should reach St. Louis 
about noon tomorrow. 

The cooler temperatures will be 
accompanied by blustery winds 
and, possibly, showers, he said. 
However, the temperature will not 
drop to the point where the 
weather would be considered éold.

Chicken, Corn Flakes and Spinach 
Among Foods That Went Up Least 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 22 (UP)— 
The American housewife was told 
today that despite high prices, she 
can feed her family economically 
and well by serving chicken, corn 
flakes and spinach, 

Those items have risen in cost 
far less than the 105 per cent in- 
crease attributed to foods gen- 
erally since 1939, a nation-wide 
survey by the Northwestern Na- 
tional Life Insurance Co. shows. 

The firm’s Family Economics 
Bureau sought to determine what 
foods had risen_in cost less than 
the general 105 per cent and the 
130 per cent increase noted in 
meat prices since 1939. It found 
a lot of them. 

Meal by meal, the bureau dis- 
covered that prices of the follow- 
ing items have advanced at a 
rate far below the general level: 

Breakfast—Canned orange juice, 
up only 10 to 39 per cent since 


1939; canned grapefruit and pine- 


apple juice, up 50 to 65 per cent; 

corn or wheat flakes, up 32 to 37 
per cent; rolled oats, up 60 per 
cent; toast or cinnamon rolls, up 

65 per cent; orange —— $04 
up 45 per cent; tea, up 40 per cent; 

milk, up 65 per cent, and cocoa, 
up 65 per cent. 

Lunch—Canned soup, up 35 to 40 
per cent; soda crackers, up 65 per 
cent; sliced oranges and lettuce 
for salad, up 35 to 50 per cent 
and 50 per cent respectively; car- 
rots, up 80 per cent; spinach, up 
65 per cent, and macaroni, up 40 
per cent, 

Dinner—Chicken, up 65 to 80 per 
cent; canned picnic ham, up 33 1-3 
per cent; canned peas, up 20 per 
cent; canned green beans and 
corn, up 70 and 80 per cent re- 
spectively; packaged gelatins, up 
75 per cent, and cakes and other 
bakery goods, up 65 to 70 per cent. 

The survey noted that chicken 
prices had risen less than those 
for any other meat,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (UP)— 
The Bureau of Agricultural Eco- 
nomics says that the nation is in 
immediate danger of further infla- 
tion and that there is little chance 
prices will stop rising in the near 
future. 

It analyzed the forces which 
have been pushing prices up rap- 
idly since early summer and con- 
cluded: 

“A correction of this condition 
is not clearly in sight. 

“Possibly the gravest possibility 
is that an inflationary speculative 
psychology should develop — it 
could support a spiral and lead to 
a severe break when the inflation- 
ary forces are entirely spent.” 

Reporting on the demand and 
price situation for farm commodi- 
ties in 1948, the bureau said that 
under continued inflation prices of 
food staples—meat and grains— 
would skyrocket higher than oth- 
er food prices and-would collapse 
quickest when the price bubble 
burst. 

Continuance “Not Inevitable.” 

It said, however, that continued 
inflation was “not inevitable,” that 
it could be “held back” by volun- 
tary and “forced” buyer resist- 
ance, and that the Government 
“could help to restrain inflation” 
by imposing fiscal, credit and oth- 
er controls. 

“During the summer and fall of 
1947, the total expenditures of 
business and consumers have ris- 
en, but production has not in- 
creased,” the bureau said.

Communist Intrigues Dis-

SANTIAGO, Oct. 22 (AP) — 
Chile, blaming Communists for a 
recent coal strike, was aligned 
with Brazil today in a diplomatic 
break with the Soviet Union. 

The Chilean Government said 
last night it had severed diplo- 
matic and consular relations with 
Russia and with Czechoslovakia 
as well because of “instigations of 
international Communists” held to 
have “disturbed the public quiet 
of Chile.” 

Brazil announced yesterday that 
it had cut diplomatic ties with 
the Soviet Government because of 
what it called “outrageous and 
even calumnious” Russian press 
criticism of Brazil's President 
Eurico Gaspar Dutra its 
Army. 

Chile’s step will leave the Soviet- 
oriented section of Europe with- 
out a single representative in San- 
tiago. Yugoslavia broke relations 
with Chile Oct. 11 in protest at 
Chile’s expulsion of two Yugoslav 
diplomats. No other countries in 
the eastern European bloc have 
had representation here. 

Brazil, with some 42,000,000 in- 
habitants and an area bigger than 
the continental United States, has 
a Communist party claiming 200,- 
000 members—largest in the West- 
ern hemisphere—although it was 
outlawed last May. Chile, with 
about 5,000,000 population and a 
size roughly equaling Texas plus 
West Virginia, has a Communist 
party claiming 70,000. 

Red-Dominated Unions. 

Both countries have maintained 
diplomatic relations with Russia 
since 1945. Chile’s Communists 
dominate unions of coal, copper 
and nitrate miners. 

Brazil’s Congress yesterday 
voted confidence in the Govern- 
ment after the break with Russia. 
The Senate acted unanimously, the 
Chamber of Deputies by a 190-to-4 
vote — with Communist deputies 
voicing opposition. 


Foreign Minister German Ver- 
gara Donoso delivered the Chilean 
notes announcing the break to So- 
viet Ambassador Dimitri Zhukov 
and Czechoslovak Charge 4d’Af- 
faires Frantisek Cejka.

FRANCE IN 3 YEARS 


Only $455,000,000, Plus 
‘Much Smaller’ Stabili- 
zation Fund, Is Left, 
Officials Say.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 (AP)— 
Crisis-ridden France was said to- 
day to have sold $1,500,000,000 
worth of its gold reserves in the 
last three years in a frantic effort 
to pay for food, fuel and raw ma- 
terial imports. a 

French embassy officials who 
disclosed this privately said the 
result has been to leave their 
country with reserves of only 
$455,000,000 plus an undisclosed 
“but much smaller amount” set 
aside in a stabilization fund de- 
signed to maintain the value of 
the franc in world trade. 

In 1939 France was Europe's 
biggest gold holder, with a 32, 
709,000,000 hoard of the yellow 
metal. 

Most of the sales have been 
made to the United States at the 
pegged price of 335 an ounce, the 
embassy officials said, adding 
that $250,000,000 of the drain has 
occurred since July 1. 

The embassy spokesmen said 
they were making known France’s 
large-scale liquidation of its re- 
serves as evidence that the French 
Government has been “scraping 
the bottom of the barrel” before 
appealing to the United States for 
additional help to carry the coun- 
try through this winter. 

Both France and Italy have 
made urgent pleas to the State 
Department in the last few weeks 
for speedy financial assistance to 
bridge the gap between now and 
the time the Marshall plan of 
long-range aid becomes effective. 

President Truman has sum- 
moned congressional leaders to 
another White House conference 
tomorrow to consider the situa-

Timing of Measure. 

The Cabinet’s only goal now, the 
source said, was to insure that 
time would be available for en- 
actment of a bill to nationalize the 
iron and steel industry before the 
Labor-controlled Parliament dies 
in 1950. He said Labor probably 
would make Lords’ reform a key 
issue in the general election 
scheduled for that year. 

(The United Press quoted a 
high Government source as saying 
the Laborites would neither call 
a special general election nor pack 
the House of Lords with new 
peers to pass the bill curbing the 
Lords’ powers. As with any non- 
financial measure, the Lords can 
hold it up for two years. The 
Laborites expect the Lords to re- 
fuse the legislation, the informant 
said, but added they will wait pa- 
tiently for two years, after which 
it will become law, whether the 
Lords like it or not.

BRITAIN’S UNFAVORABLE TRADE 
BALANCE STILL $233,200,000 


LONDON, Oct. 22 (AP)—Britain 
exported £99,000,000 ($396,000,000) 
worth of goods in September, the 
second highest monthly total since 
the war, and cut down on imports 
enough to trim its unfavorable 
balance of trade for last month 
by 418,500,000 ($74,000,000) under 
August. 

However, the month’s trade debt 
still was £58,300,000 ($233,000,000), 
third highest of any twar 
month. Last August, en the 
unfavorable balance amounted to 
£75,800,000 ($307,200,000) was the 
most expensive month. 
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After adjusting for price rises 
since 1938, the board estimated 


September exports at 111 per cent 
of 1938 volume.

Assistant Secretary of 
State Thorp Addresses 


Foreign Trade Confer- 
ence on World Eco- 


nomic Outlook. 


A brighter economic future for 
the world is possible through exe- 
cution of the Marshall plan and 
of the international trade charter 
drafted recently at Geneva, with 
alternative courses leading only to 
“chaos and misery,” Willard L. 
Thorp, Assistant Secretary of 
State for Economic Affairs, said 
here today. 

Addressing the final general 
session of the thirty-fourth For- 


eign Trade Council convention at 
Hotel Jefferson, Thorp declared: 
“This is indeed a critical period 


ef decision. We have already pro- 


vided billions of dollars of as- 
sistance to other countries. We 


have carried our principles of 


trade expansion right up to the 
threshold of a world conference. 
Neither task has been completed. 


Failure to complete either program 
will be a serious setback to the 
other. 

. “There can be no doubt but 
that the charter and the European 
recovery plan offer the greatest 
promise of contributing to the 
kind of world that we all desire— 
a world of peace and prosperity, 
with liberty and justice for all.“ 

Describing the Geneva meeting, 
mow nearing adjournment, at 
which the proposed charter for the 
International Trade Organization 
was drafted, Thorp said the ne- 
» gotiations had brought results “far 
beyond our hopes.” 

The achievements at Geneva, ac- 
complished under United Nations 
auspices, “are absolutely unique 
in world history,” he continued. 
Whether the agreements succeed 
in their objective of removing 
trade barriers and otherwise pro- 
moting international good will, re- 
mains to be seen, he added. 

In an address before the con- 
vention yesterday. Hoyt, 
executive vice president of the 
International Harvester Co., urged 
substantial tariff reductions by 
the United States as a means of 
promoting foreign trade and, ul- 
timately, of saving money for the 
American taxpayer, 

He declared that, although tariff 
cuts would draw fire from tradi- 
„tional opponents and might hurt 
* industries, nevertheless 
until exports and imports approxi- 
mate each other, the United States 
Government will have to “keep 
Priming the pump” of foreign 
Fredit at American taxpayers’ ex- 


Addressing a session on imports, 
at the council's thirty-fourth an- 
“ mual convention at Hotel Jeffer- 
pon, Hoyt said he doubted there 
would be serious long-run damage 
to American firms from cutting 
or elimination of protective tariffs. 

Help for Consumer. 

“Even if they were seriously af- 
fected.” Hoyt continued, “isn’t it 
about time that the American con- 
sumer and the other American 
producers were given some con- 
sideration? If tariffs keep the 
price of an American-made article 
$5 above what it would otherwise 
be, not only the consumer has 
been deprived of his $5 with no 
gain to himself, but the other 
American producers have also 
been deprived of $5 which the 
consumer might have spent for 
their products and services.” 

Positive gains resulting from 
tariff reductions, Hoyt said, would 
de in the confidence our action 
would inspire in other nations. 
“It would strengthen them, heart- 
en them and give them an in- 
centive to increase their produc- 
tion, knowing that they had a 
market in which to sell,” he went 
en. It also would encourage those 
nations eventually to reconsider 
their own tariff barriers, he 
| added. 

Discussing United States aid to 
foreign countries, Hoyt continued: 
I think we all realize that our 
Government is going to continue 
making large gifts and large non- 
commercial loans for some time 
to come. But all the money for 
these gifts, and probably some 

of the money for the non- 
commercial loans, has to be paid 
by the United States taxpayer. 
Would it not be better to increase 
our imports and thereby receive

Favors Corporation. 


He urged also consideration of 
proposals that aid be handled 
by a specially created corporation 
rather than the State Department 
or other existing government 
agency.

realistically,” he said. 
Farley, who, as head of the soft 


drink firm, made a world tour last 
year, described the post-war world 
picture as “disheartening and mel- 
ancholy,” but pointed out four 
hopeful aspects “from the long 
range point of view.“ | 
One Of these, he said, was the 
very violence of Russian verbal 
attacks on this country and Rus- 
sian failure to join other nations 
in reconstruction tasks, 

“When she uses the veto in the 
Security Council of the United Na- 
tions, for example, solely as a de- 
vice to wreck and demolish every 
co-operative plan put forth by the 
other nations, we, and the other 
nations are put on guard,” he as- 
serted. “When we are told, in a 
strangely familiar way, that we 
are decrepit, that our free enter- 
prise system will collapse, and in 
the same breath, that though we 
are at the brink of the abyss, we 
are out to enslave the free peo- 
ples of the world, and further 
that the “true and genuine democ- 
racy” is the one practiced behind 
the iron curtain, naturally we are 
alerted, and I believe that all oth- 
er peoples outside the reach of 
the Soviet Army are similarly 
alerted.” 


Other Bright Aspects. 
Other bright aspects in the 
world picture, as outlined by Far- 
ley, are the potentially larger area 
for world trade than formerly, 
more universal recognition of the 
principle of the interdependence 
of nations, and a present-day “in- 
telligent, vigorous and methodical 
effort to solve the world’s prob- 
lems through co-operative action.” 
Discussing the first point, he 
said the area available for world 
trade “is co-extensive with the 
countries committed in varying 
degrees to representative govern- 
ment under free democratic insti- 
tutions in our.sense of the term. 
This area, roughly, is the entire 


world outside Soviet Russia and 
her controlled satellites. 

“Whatever our personal view of 
the world situation may be, 
whether optimistic or gloomy, the 
question remains, what are we to 
do about it? Obviously it is not 
enough to point the finger of guilt 
at Soviet Russia for sabotaging 
constructive efforts and perpetu- 
ating chaotic conditions. We must 
exercise our leadership and play 
our full part in remedying the 
situation. 

“We must put our shoulder un- 
der the long-range program of our 
government and the United Na- 
tions to achieve the objectives 
sought in common by all, namely, 
to increase production, raise the 
standard of living, increase pur- 
chasing power, reduce trade bar- 
riers, and increase the flow of 
goods among nations. If we do our 
best in promoting these ends, So- 
viet Russia’s disruptive opposition 
can well be accommodated.” . 

The three-day convention, at- 
tended by about 1500 business and 
Government leaders, will end to- 
night with a world trade dinner 
at Kiel Auditorium. Lewis 
Brown, board chairman of Johns- 
Manville Corp., will speak on “The 
Role of Foreign Trade in Western 
Europe’s Recovery.” 


Overlapping Taxes. 


At this morning’s session of the 
council’s tax committee, Mitchell 
B. Carroll, committee special coun- 
sel, declared that elimination of 
taxation by more than one coun- 
try on foreign trade was essential 
to development of new businesses 
with other countries. 

Carroll pointed out that nego- 
tiations have been under way for 
some time between the United 
States and various other govern- 
ments for establishment’ of con- 
ventions to reduce tax obstacles 
affecting trade. 

If such measures are not adopt- 
ed on a broad scale, resulting tax- 
ation may easily consume all the 
income from international com- 
merce, thus creating “a serious 
obstacle to development of new 
business as well as a crushing 
burden on established business,” 
Carroll asserted. 

“This results from one coun- 
try’s endeavoring to take a part 
of income earned (or deemed to 
be earned) by a nonresident from 
sources in its territory, while at 
the same time the country to 
which the taxpayer belongs (by 
reason of residence or citizenship) 
holds him liable to tax on income 


from foreign as well as domestic 
sources.” 

Carroll cited as a progressive 
step the action of Great Britain 
in extending “generous invitation 
to Americans to license their copy- 
rights, patents, designs, secret 
processes and formulae, trade- 
marks and like property to Brit- 
ish enterprises.” Britain exempts 
from taxation the royalties paid 
for use of these properties, pro- 
vided the American licensor is 
subject to United States taxes on 
them, and is not engaged in busi- 
ness in the United Kingdom, the 
speaker said, 

“This is a very fair principle,” 
he went on. “As the licensee is 
taxable on the profits derived 
from the use of the patent or other 
property, the country of the li- 
censor should be recognized as 
having exclusive right to tax the 
royalties.” The practice also serves 
the purpose of bringing new cap- 
ital, plants and processes to Brit- 
ain, he pointed out. 

Tax Discourages Travel. 

Carroll, speaking for the trade 
council’s tax committee, strongly 


H. criticized provisions of a conven- 


tion with France, signed a year 
ago, which, he said, “committed 
the United States, without ade- 
quate safeguards, not only to give 
France information about the in- 
come of American nationals but 
also to enforce French tax claims 
against them.” | ‘ 

Fiscal Espionage. 

Characterizing such practices as 
“fiscal espionage,” Carroll said 
the committee “is opposed in gen- 
eral to our Government acting as 
informer against United States 
citizens, residents and corpora- 
tions. 

“It feels that no information 
concerning the income of its na- 
tionals should be given to another 
government except upon a specific 
request to implement a clause for 
relief from double taxation, and 
then only if the taxpayer is noti- 
fied of the request and granted a 
hearing as to the propriety of the 
request and the claim involved, 
with right of appeal to some ap- 
propriate court.” 

John S. Carlson, general coun- 
sel of the Seismograph Service 
Corp., Tulsa, Okla., many of whose 
employes operate in foreign coun- 
tries, seconded Carroll's appeal at 
the tax committee session for re- 
vision of income tax laws affect- 
ing Americans working abroad. 

He urged broadening of exemp- 
tions as an incentive for high- 
caliber Americans to accept as- 
signment to foreign countries. 


lieve every exporter must admit 
that, except for United States 
Government pump - priming, he 
would be faced with a severe re- 
duction in his export volume. 
“Our exports recently have been 
abnor.nal, so some reduction is 
only to be expected. Obviously, if 
the Marshal] plan goes through, 
some 15 to 20 billions of dollars 
will be sent abroad. With this, and 
with programs such as those for 
aid to Greece and aid to Turkey, 
exports can be held up in volume 
for several years. 

“All you exporters need to wor- 
ry about immediately is whether 
some of your regular exports items 
will be included in these ship- 
ments, and how much of the bill 
for all that is exported you are 
going to pay in taxes.

“I do not want to be understood 
as decrying all foreign loans by 
the Government. Emergency 
needs require emergency meas- 
ures. However, one of the most 
difficult things to do is to give 
something to someone in need and 
still maintain respect and a good 
relationship between the donor 
and the recipient. Few people en- 
joy being objects of charity. It is 
not a workable way of making 
friends and influencing people.” 

Rosenthal, president 
of the National Council of Amer- 
ican Importers, pursued Hoyt's 
argument for tariff reforms, with 
a plea for a broad educational 
program to inform the American 
people of the need for close trade 
relations with other countries.

SET AT $3,000,000 
IN NEW ENGLAND 


More Than 200 Buildings 
in Marine Coastal Area 


Razed—Wind Fans

GOOSE ROCKS BEACH, Me., 
Oct. 22 (AP)—Forest fires swept 


property loss above the $3,000,000 


mark in New England today as 
fresh winds started new outbreaks 


and increased the threat to Ken- 
nebunkport village after destruc- 
tion of more than 200 buildings 
in this coastal colony. 

In Maine total loss thus far is 
“roughly $2,500,000” from more 
than 50 fires, Forest Commis- 
sioner Raymond E. Rendall said. 


Reports of looting in the Goose 
Rocks area prompted Municipal 
Court Judge Lincoln A. Spencer to 
ask for martial law. Gov. Horace 
Hildreth, indicating he thought 
such a measure unnecessary, said 
the situation appeared to be un- 
der control by local authorities. 
National Guardsmen already were 
patrolling the area. 

Massachusetts Forestry Director 
Raymond F. Kenney blamed in- 
cendiarism for many of the fires 
in that state. 

A Massachusetts loss of “more 
than $500,000” was estimated by 
Fire Warden Joseph L. Peabody. 
Officials throughout the New 
England area said danger in- 
creased as the nearly nronth-long 
drouth held. 


New Hampshire officials said 
they couldn’t figure the total loss 
from a series of fires, worst of 
which razed 400 acres at Ham- 
stead. 

Rhode Island authorities said 
damage there would be low, with 
the only serious fire to date a 
200-acre blaze near the Lincoln 
Downs racetrack. 

Evidence of looting was report- 
ed by authorities in the Maine 
ravaged area. 

Besides the 200 cottages and 
homes destroyed in the Goose 
Rocks, Cape Porpoise and Kenne- 
bunkport area, 100 more were de- 
stroyed in other widely separated 
sections of the state. 


Kennebunkport is the site of a 
large summer colony of artists 
and writers: Among the destroyed 
buildings at Goose Rocks was the 
summer art school of nationally 
known Painter Eliot O'Hara. 

New Work, New Jersey, New 
Hampshire, Massachusetts and 
Vermont also reported fires. 

A pall of smoke extended to 
the New York metropolitan area 
nearly 50 miles distant as a rag- 
ing forest fire was brought under 
control today and prevented from 
leaping across Route 17 into the 
27,000-acre estate of Secretary of 
Commerce Averell Harriman. 

Other serious Maine fires were 
on Mount Desert island, where a 
two-pronged blaze moved towards 
the exclusive resorts of Bar Har- 
bor and Seal Harbor, at Water- 
boro and East Livermore. Bar 
Harbor lost its lights when the 
flames burned out a transformer. 

Fifty cottages and a “taber- 
nacle” at the East Livermore 
Methodist camp meeting grounds 
were levelled.

Fred Gribler, an ironworker, 
and his third wife, Ruth Iona 


Gribler, were under arrest today, 
following an unsuccessful at- 


tempt to extort $7000 from Frank

vard, after he accepted $1000 in 
marked money from Tomasso; 
Detective Capt. Martin Cliffe, who 
accompanied Tomasso with sev- 
eral other detectives, witnessed 
the transaction and placed Grib- 
ler under arrest. 

Tomasso had represented Grib- 
ler’s first wife, Juanita, when she 
divorced him in 1944. Gribler was 
out of the state at the time and 
the divorce was obtained by pub- 
lication. Gribler told Tomasso 
Monday night, in a conversation 
in the Waterman boulevard apart- 
ment, that he was unaware the 
divorce had been granted and sent 
his former wife $7000 before he 
learned of the divorce. He de- 
manded that Tomasso repay him, 

Tomasso told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter a woman telephoned him 
Monday afternoon, saying she 


wanted him to represent her in 
a lawsuit. She said her eyes were 
blackened and her body bruised. 
For that reason, she she 
could not come to his office and 
he agreed to go to her apartment. 

When he arrived at the apart- 
ment, Tomasso continued, a man 
opened the door and, in a belliger- 
ent tone, told him to sit down. 
Then he called Gribler, who de- 
manded that he be repaid the 
money he had sent his former 
e. 

“The other man,” Tomasso con- 
tinued, “pulled a revolver and 
kept it on me for a half hour, 
threatening to shoot me and 
throw me in the river if I didn’t 
agree to pay the money. Gribler 
said I had double-crossed him. I 
asked him to give me until 9 in 
the morning to get the money and 
we shook hands. I didn’t expect 
to get out of there alive.” 

Tomasso went.to Police Head- 
quarters and reported the threat.

“During the four years since the 
Comintern was liquidated, consid- 
erable strengthening of Com- 
munist parties has taken place, as 
well as an increase in their in- 
fluence in almost all countries of 
Europe and Asia.” 

However, he said, today there 
still were deficiencies, adding that 


“some comrades have interpreted 
the dissolution of the Comintern 
to mean the liquidation of com- 
munication, or any contact be- 
oo fraternal Communist par- 
es.

Russia's proposal would have 
provided a subcommittee made up 
of the 11 nations on the Security 
Council plus Uruguay, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Venezuela and Sweden. 

It was defeated 32 to 5, with 
10 abstentions. 

Authority to Eyatt. 

The committee then voted 40 to 
6, with four abstentions, to give 
Evatt authority to name mem- 
bers of the sub-committee. 

This was one of the three 
groups approved by the Palestine 
Committee last night as part of 
the U. N. machinery to handle de- 
tailed work on the Palestine prob- 
lem. 

Evatt asked delegates wishing 
to serve to submit their names 
privately. He said he would de- 
cide later on the size of he sub- 
groups.

He said the writers complained 
tha the picture was “a reflection 
on the Negro race.” He said he 
did not agree with that criticism 
but added that there was a “com- 
munist” organjzation in Los An- 
geles at the time known as “the 
Thaddeus Stevens club.” 

Asked by Thomas if he be- 
lieved the picture “Mission to 
Moscow” and “North Star“ were 
pro-Russian propaganda, Me- 
Guinness said he considered them 
as “a form of intellectual lend- 
lease.” 

Evidence of Espionage. 

Thomas said evidence of espion- 
age would be brought out when 
the committee inquires more fully 
into yesterday’s testimony that 
Communists tricked a test pilot 
into divulging secret information 
on a supersonic bomber. 

“We have a large additional 
amount of material not developed 
yesterday,” Thomas said, refer- 
ring to testimony of screen writer 
and movie critic John C. Moffitt 
that a theatrical agent persuaded 
Chalmers (Slick) Goodlin to fur- 
nish information on the Army’s 
XS-1 plane. 

Goodlin was test pilot and was 
employed by the Bell Aircraft 
Corp., which made the plane.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 22 — Sena- | 
tor Taft will make the great 
avowal Friday by graciously giv- 
ing Ohio Republicans permission 
to toss his hat into the presiden- 
tial ring.

A straw poll conducted by the 
Topeka State Journal over a per- 
iod of three weeks gave Taft al- 
most a two-to-one lead over Gov. 

Dewey held the state in 
44 and has been thinking he still 
did; at least, if Eisenhower does 
not run. 

Equally upsetting to Kansas pro- 
fessionals, most of whom have 
been banking on Eisenhower's 
candidacy, is the poor showing he 
made. Ike came in a weak last 
with only 5 per cent of the ballots, 
trailing Taft, Dewey, Harold Stas- 
sen, who got 10 per cent, and 
Senator Vandenberg with 7 per 
cent. 

The Kansans are making no at- 
tempt to hide their surprise and 
chagrin. A high-powered group of 
them went to some pains to inter- 
view their old pals on the State 
Journal to find out just what did 
happen when they weren’t look- | 
ing. This is their report: |

Bennett said. These include:

3. The committee found that 
in many instances agreements 
with local governments involv- 
ing transfer of American-built 
airports and equipment to those 
governments and providing for 
maintenance and co-operation 
are not being complied with. 

4. United States equipment 
and instructors are needed to 
raise standards of air safety for 
United States flagline opera- 
tions. 

5. Aviation operations through- 
out Europe are being seriously 
handicapped by the shortage of 
of dollars. Many governments 
and private operators have 
American planes and equipment 
but are unable to get American 
dollars with which to buy spare 
parts. 

The committee’s only complaint 
on operation of American flag- 
lines in Europe was failure to 
maintain schedules. Bennett said 
this criticism was not entirely 
‘justified because Atlantic weather 
conidtions cause most of the de- 
lays. However, he added, some 
foreign competitors apparently 
are capitalizing on the failure of 
our American airlines to main- 
tain schedules.” 

The Civil Aeronautics Board 

disapproved yesterday an inter- 
locking directorate for Pan Amer- 
ican Airways and the United 
States Lines, steamship opera- 
tors. It ordered also the end- 
ing of a special service agreement 
between the two companies. 
The orders are based on the 
board's finding that the airline 
and the ship company are basical- 
ly in competition for first-class 
passenger business.

duction” while the Soviets’ eco- 
nomie system “continues to yield 
@ very low production.” 

Stassen said: 

“I hold that men cannot long 
maintain true freedom to speak 
and to write and to assemble and 
to vote and to worship if they 
are made dependent upon the will 
of those in control of government 


for their food, their clothing, their 


shelter and their job. 

. „ „ The evidence of history 
and the experiences of these re- 
cent years emphasize the dangers 
of concentration of powers, I be- 
lieve that those of us who seek to 
advance the freedom of men 
should invite the sincere social- 
ists of the world to join with us 
in the modernization and rebuild- 
ing of economic freedom through 
capitalism and to modify their tra- 
ditional policy of seeking central- 
ized governmental ownership and 
operation.” 

Trygve Lie, Secretary General 
of the United Nations, told the 
gathering that small countries 
learned during the recent war 
“that no amount of cleverness and 
no amount of common sense, and 
mo amount of geographical posi- 
tion could save us from becoming 
involved in the troubles of the 
outside world.” 

“In itself,” he continued, mem- 
bership in the United Nations does 
not mean that a great many coun- 
tries are involved in a situation 
which they otherwise could hope 
to escape. They are involved any- 
w 


ay. 

“What membership in fhe Unit- 
ed Nations does mean is that they 
have the right and the opportuni- 
ty to share in regulating the in- 
ternational relationships which 
are bound to affect their own for- 
tunes.”

The highest percentage of ap- 
proval of the United Nations, he 
said, was found in the United 
States, with Norway second and 


Brazil third. 
In France only 9 per cent of 


those questioned said they were 
satisfied with U.N. progress. 

The U.N. official, appearing be- 
fore a meeting of the 57-member 
committee of the U.N. General As- 
sembly during debate on 1948 
budget estimates, said also that 
after a review of the dissemina- 
tion of information throughout 
the world “we came ot the conclu- 
sion that the conditions of pub- 
lic information were most unsatis- 
factory.” Cohen added that this 
was “helping to promote a war 
psychosis.” 

Cohen said the results of the 
polls disclosed a dearth of infor- 
mation about the United Nations, 
and argued that opening of addi- 
tional information centers was 
necessary.

They 
told the King that they could not 
concentrate upon front line activi- 
ties if they had unrest behind the 
lines, The Rumanian Government 
had failed in the past to maintain 
order, they said, and it would not 
be permitted again. 
On March 7, the day after the 
Groza. government was installed, 
Mr. Molotov informed our Ambas- 
sador in Moscow that the ques- 
tions raised in his letter of March 
5 had lost point since the crisis 
in Rumania had been overcome 
by the formation of a new govern- 
ment. 
The following September, while 
in London, Mr. Molotov urged that 
we recognize the Rumanian gov- 
ernment. 
I told him we had not recognized 


the Groza government because of 
the character of the government 
which had been installed by virtue 
of a two-and-a-half hour ultima- 
tum given to the King by Vyshin- 
ski. 

Mr. Molotov then admitted that 
Mr. Vyshinski had “helped in the 
formation of the government,” but 
said the Soviet Government had 
acted because “there was very 
serious danger of disorder and 
civil war.” 


U.S. Proposal Rejected. 


These developments, of course, 
had been reported in full to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. <As a result, in- 
structions had been sent to Mr. 
Harriman to propose to Mr. Molo- 
tov the establishment of a joint 
committee in Bucharest to safe- 
guard the application of the prin- 
ciples announced in the Declara- 
tion on Liberated Europe,

Their inter- 
vention directly prevented the 
selection of a government of the 
extreme right, and secured agree- 
ment on the present Cabinet rep- 
resenting all parties except the 
Communists. 

Intervention in the formation of 
a Cabinet in itself constitutes ac- 
ceptance of an unprecedented 
measure of responsibility for the 
affairs of another country, but the 
process has by no means ended 
there.

Playwriting in St. Louis 
De the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your excellent editorial, “Showing Up 
Professionals,” demonstrated a remark- 
able perception of the problems which 
face the Community Playhouse and the 
theater. 

Our March production every year is 
held open for a worthwhile original 
script, with preference given te St. Louis 
authors. If a worthwhile original play 
eannot be found, we have to fall back 
on an established play. We naturally 
40 not expect an original script that is 
ready for professional Broadway, but 

do expect the play to show some 
promise and intrinsic merit. 

We have read many original plays 
submitted for p on and at least 
mine out of 10 were simply appalling— 
they showed neither imagination nor the 
first hint of an understanding of crafts- 
manship. I even tackled one play 
which had seven separate plots, four 
of which were lost and left unresolved 
before the end of the second act. 

Consequently, we decided to organize 
a class and seminar in playwriting. We 
sent out some 1650 invitations last year 
to all the local playwrights we could 
find. At the first and only meeting, 
exactly five people showed up and the 
class was disbanded. 

As to the one-out-of-10 plays of prom- 
ise, I take three examples of what hap- 
pens. One was returned for rewriting 
at the playwright’s request. He took it 
to Hollywood and the last we heard he 
was dickering with the cinemoguls. The 
second was withdrawn because the play- 
wright found a Broadway agent who 
thought he could get a New York pro- 
duction and the third was so bound by 
restrictions imposed by the playwright 
that the Playhouse would end up doing 
nothing more than lending its stage and 
auditorium. 

In regard to the selection of estab- 
lished plays: We seriously try not to 
allow the question of whether or not a 
play was a Broadway success to enter 
into the decision. The fact remains, 
however, that with few exceptions all 
the worthwhile plays have at one time 
or another appeared on Broadway. 

If the “hinterland” playwrights would 
give the hinterland theater an oppor- 
tunity to produce their plays before be- 
ing kissed commercially, and if all the 
hinterland theaters selected established 
plays on the basis of their being good 
plays regardless of New York's prior 
opinion, then the theater all over Amer- 
ica would become strong and a source 
ef pride to every community).

A Cheap Melodrama 


Why must Congressman J. Parnell Thomas 
have to conduct his hearings in an atmosphere 
reeking with Kleig lights and other gaudy trap- 
pings of Hollywood? Why does his Committee 
on Un-American Activities have to deal with 
sensation rather than facts? Why are witnesses 
permitted to smear people without producing 
evidence? Why does not this committee learn 
from the FBI how to investigate subversive in- 
dividuals and groups—a task in which the FBI 
u constantly and professionally engaged? 

In the present state of world affairs, the pro- 
tection of American security is an important 
task. But it should not be a witch-hunt. It 
should not produce occasions when men can 
get on the witness stand and, with no scintilla of 
truth, denounce other men as traitors to their 
country. The performance put on at Washing- 
ton by Thomas and his committee, because of 
these things, was denounced by Bartley Crum, 
the noted San Francisco lawyer, as a “mon- 
strous, loathsome thing” which saw “Americans 
crawling in terror.” 

Let's get down to cases. The star witness 
yesterday was Adolphe Menjou, the old-time 
screen actor, who practically blew his top in 
making unsupported charges. His central theme 
is that Hollywood “is one of the main centers 
of Communist activities in America.” If that is 
true, the country had better be sure to get the 
facts and see that something is done about them. 
Obviously, the Kremlin can't be permitted to 
run our movie industry. 

But what was Menjou’s evidence? He “heard” 
that John Howard Lawson, movie writer, is 
Communist No. 1 in Hollywood. He heard it 
but he couldn’t prove it. Hearsay testimony is 
inadmissible in our courts. He “believes” that 
Herbert Sorrell of the AFL is a Communist. He 
couldn’t prove that, either. Asked if he knew 
any members of the Screen Actors’ Guild who 
aie Communists, he said he did not, but he 
knows “a great many people who act an awful 
lot like Communists.” Is it because, perhaps, 
they are subscribers of The Nation, or once 
shook hands with Henry Wallace? 

While he devoted himself largely to glittering 
generalities, Menjou did come down to particu- 
lars in criticizing two pictures, “North Star” 
and “Mission to Moscow.” The first he deplored 
because it portrayed Russian life as idyllic, The 
second, he thought, was completely dishonest. 
Of course, “Mission to Moscow” was a movie 
dramatization of a book by our former Ambas- 
sador to Russia, Joseph F. Davies. Both book 
and picture were produced at a time when the 
climate between the two countries was far dif- 
ferent from what it is now. “Mission to Moscow” 
was made in 1942 when we were allies of Rus- 
sia. Would Menjou criticize Mr. Roosevelt for 
his association with Marshal Stalin when both 
were top commanders against a common enemy? 

The total effect of Menjou's speech was of a 
highly excited individual who had plenty of sus- 
picions but little or no factual support for them. 
He was preceded on the stand by some movie 
producers. Sam Wood said that Communists 
had tried for 10 years to gain control of Holly- 
wood unions and gullds—but that they had 
failed. Wood mentioned various persons by 
name as guilty of Communist infiltration. The 
committee should call them as witnesses to de- 
fend or incriminate themselves, as the case 
may be. 5 

Jack L. Warner testifled that persons with 
un-American leaning” have tried to muscle 
their way into the movies. He listed a number 
of writers by name, including some he had dis- 
charged. He did not know whether any of them 
were Communists. But he admitted that, in 
testifying before the subcommittee last spring, 
he had unjustly named four other writers. His 
explanation was that he was somewhat emotional 
at the time. 
irreparable harm to the men’s reputations. 

Where there is so much smoke, however, 
there must be some fire. As a matter of fact, 
it has been known for a long time that Com- 
munists are active in Hollywood, just as they 
are active in labor unions and elsewhere. 

But the task of investigating the extent of 
Communist infiltration in the movie industry 
should not be a cheap melodrama, conducted in 
the interest of sensation and involving serious, 
unsupported accusations against individuals. 
J. Parnell Thomas seemingly draws his technique 
from the notorious smear artist, Martin Dies, 
Yet he has before him the precedent of hun- 
dreds of effective congressional investigations, 
conducted with dignity and with a judicial ap- 
proach to the disclosure of facts. 

That's the kind of investigation that would 
produce real results. That's the kind of investi- 
gation which would command the respect of the 
American people. 
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For Decoration Only? 


Speaking in the person of the King but with 
the voice of his Socialist ministers, George VI 
yesterday may have pronounced a virtual sen- 
tence of death on England’s ancient, tradition- 
encrusted House of Lords. Certainly, the speech 
from the throne is a reminder that there has 
stood for some time in British law—in the pre- 
amble to the Parliament Act—a pledge which 
declares that “it is intended to substitute for the 
House of Lords as it at present exists a second 
chamber constituted on a popular instead of a 
hereditary basis.” 

Once the jealous guardians of their rights 
against encroachments of the crown, the Lords 
became more and more a deadweight .on the 
freedom of action of the popularly elected lower 
house. Commons, however, began to eut this 
away in the upsurge of democracy that came 
with the introduction of the Reform Act of 1832. 
The first major restriction imposed on the upper 
chamber was that it could not go against the 
will of the people as indicated in an election. 
Under the threat of invocation of the royal pre- 
rogative to create more peers, its members also 
were induced to accept provisions (1) barring 
them from rejecting or amending “money bills,” 
and (2) giving Commons the power to over-ride 
unfavorable votes on other matters by passing 
the rejected measure in three successive ses- 
sions. It is the latter time-consuming provision 
which now is under the guns of the Labor Gov- 
ernment, 

If Labor now succeeds in substituting a more 
simple device for the three-session method of

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Mayor Kaufmann Takes a Hand 

Mayor Kaufmann has announced that the city 
will sponsor a complete inquiry of the “quantity, 
quality and price of milk.” Henry Caulfield, 
Director of Public Welfare, is to recommend by 
Nov. 1 the form the investigation will take. 

Mr. Caulfield is a good man for the assign- 
ment, For certainly the public welfare is in- 
volved. in the supply and price of milk, and the 
city does not discharge its responsibility by see- 
ing merely that the milk sold here is sanitary 
and healthful. 

The concentration of milk distribution in a 
few hands results largely from the laws requir- 
ing pasteurization and high sanitary standards. 
These laws are of course necessary. But since 
they tend toward the suppression of competition, 
it becomes the city’s duty to see that the public 
does not suffer from unfair prices. 

Milk distribution in St. Louis has been highly 
centralized by the purchase of a number of 
formerly competing companies by Pevely and 
St. Louis Dairy. Between them, these two con- 
trol about three-fourths of the milk sold in St. 
Louls. Their power to penalize small competi- 
tors who do not “stay in line” on prices has 
been strikingly demonstrated. 

Such centralization of control over a com- 
modity essential to the daily life of the citizens 
demands that prices be kept in constant review 
by a qualified public body. 
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Solvent Railroads 

When the Supreme Court refused the request 
of the old stockholders for a review of its decree 
approving the reorganization, the Frisco Rail- 
road finally became a solvent organization, com- 
pletely disentangled from trustees, co-trustees, 
attorneys for trustees and all the rest. 

At the same time, the Supreme Court in ef- 
fect directed the District Court in Chicago to 
approve the reorganization plan for the Rock 
Island Railroad, long fought by a group of 
junior security holders who claimed they were 
not receiving justice. The Rock Island should 
be out of hock by Christmas. A similar order 
by the Supreme Court indicates that the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford also will be out 
of bankruptcy by the turn of the year. 

Then only the Missouri Pacific, of all the 
Class I Railroads in the country, will remain in 
bankruptcy. And that, paradoxically, is because 
it is more prosperous than the other three rail- 
roads. The M. P. is doing so well the courts 
have decided the junior security holders must 
have a larger cut. 

If conditions don’t change suddenly for the 
worse or the better, making the courts change 
their minds yet again, the Missouri Pacific may 
turn its back on the pawnshop in two years. 
We are keeping our fingers crossed for the day 
when every Class I railroad in the country is 
back on its feet. 
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A Hemisphere Policy 


The Western Hemisphere can become a model 
for a stable world economy. That is, it can if 


it moves along the lines suggested to the Na- 


tional Foreign Trade Council here yesterday by 
Mexico’s Secretary of the Treasury, Ramon 
Beteta. 

He divided the hemisphere into Creditor 
America and Debtor America—the United 
States, fully industrialized and rich in know-how 
and capital, and the Latin American countries, 
rich in agricultural and mineral resources but 
industrially backward. It is not only to the in- 
terest of these lesser nations but also to that of 
this country to push their development. The 
United States, he argued, would do more rather 
than less business with an industrialized Latin 


America. 


To bolster. this argument, he cited the ex- 
ample of Canada. He might also have pointed 
to the improvement in business and political re- 
lations between Mexico and the United States 
in the last two decades—as does Frank C. Hani- 
ghen in the Mirror of Public Opinion today—as 
the result of advances below the Rio Grande. 

The great threat to mutual prosperity, said 
Beteta, is the inclination for each country to try 
to work out its own salvation in an unsettled 
world. That is less temptation to Européan na- 
tions brought almost to helplessness by the war. 
But there are still those in the United States 
who seem to believe that Americans can turn 
their backs on all others and preserve their 
country as an island of prosperity in a sea of 
misery. That way lies ruin. 
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Passing of a Lusty Tradition 

Arthur Mastick Hyde is to be buried today at 
his home in Trenton, in the rich, rolling country 
along the banks of the Grand River. In the his- 
tory books he will be known as Governor and 
Secretary of Agriculture. But oldtimers will re- 
member him best as the one man in his day who 
was a match on the stump for the late James A. 
Reed. 

Hyde could not quite match the arrogant elo- 
quence of Old Jim, but he had an acid wit that 


kept Reed on guard. In one campaign Jim Reed 


sneered, “Hyde comes from a hick town. He 
isn’t city broke.” Hyde made capital of this. Re- 
ferring to Reed’s machine connections in Kan- 
sas City, he said, “Bridlewise Jim complains be- 
cause I’m not city broke. We of the hick towns 
calls a horse bridlewise when he responds easily 
—canters, trots or gallops—at the slightest touch 
of the bridle. Jim Reed is bridlewise.” 

In a statewide Republican rally at Sedalia, 


Hyde compared Reed’s oratory to “a muddy creek 


in floodtime overflowing into a hogwallow.” A 
little later the Democrats had their statewide 
rally, also at Sedalia. Reed must have sought 
hard and long for his retort, but he delivered 
it as if it were the inspiration of the moment: 
“Little Artie Hyde,” he roared, “why Little 
Artie, gentlemen, is just a steamwhistle on a 
fertilizer factory.” 

Here was not Demosthenes or Cicero, Burke 
or Webster, or even Vest or Benton. But it was 
lusty, authentic Missouri oratory, and we regret 
its passing.

That day, almost 20 years ago, an anti- 
quated train bumped me slowly down the 
plateau of Mexico southward. Gen. Obre- 
gon had recently been assassinated and re- 
ligious war flared, with attacks on railroad 
trains a disturbing feature. Another kind 
of conflict, class warfare, marked by strikes 
and seizures, made owners tremble. 


En route, I gaped through the windows 


at station crowds of Indians, many of them 


conspicuously diseased and undernourished. 
After arriving, I smiled at the decrepit 
Ford taxi. At the hotel, I was grateful for 
the second-class plumbing. 

Three weeks ago, a luxurious DC-6 took 
me swiftly down to an airport no better, 
no worse, than most of those north of the 
border. I put up at a modern hotel. 

As an American I felt welcome this time. 
The newspapers featured a veritable inter- 
American love feast of the day before. 
West Point and Chapultepec cadets had 
jointly held a memorial on the spot where 
just a century ago Gen. Winfield Scott had 
defeated Santa Anna, thereby ending an 
American imperialistic adventure, Times 


indeed have changed. 


Unions Sold Out 


The ideological climate, it seems, has 
changed with them. A New Yorker, who 


had been studying Mexican social and eco- ' 


nomic conditions all summer, told me: 
„Liberals here admit that they overesti- 
mated the progress which the Indian peas- 
ant could make under land distribution. 
Too many peasants simply raise enough to 
keep themselves. As a result, Mexico has 
to buy corn and wheat in the United States 
at a time when dollars are scarce. 

“As for the labor movement, it looks like 
a fraud tome. Labor union leaders scream 
anti-capitalist slogans, but sell out their 
members for whatever bribes the employers 
will give them.” An American business man 
related how he had settled a strike in his 
plant: “The union agent offered to call 
off the strike if I gave him 15,000 pesos. 
I offered 1000. We settled for 7000.” The 
name of the union leader, I noticed, was 
one often lyricized by the Daily Worker. 


Perhaps more symbolic of the turning 
wheel of events was the pathetic figure 
of Victor Serge. I met Serge, one of the 
few surviving old Bolsheviks, purged by 
Stalin in 1934, rescued from a concentration 
camp by Andre Gide in 1936, now cooling 
his heels in exile in Mexico City. A sad- 
der and wiser man, he sardonically follows 
the antics of Mexican Stalinists, traces the 
corruption, as he calls it the “rottenness” 
of the Communists and fellow traveler 


cliques in the Mexican capital. 
With His Back to a Wall 


Serge sat—insisted on sitting—with his 
face to the door. He knows what happened 
to Trotsky; he himself has been threat- 
ened. He wants to emigrate to the United 
States, but while Communists and fellow 
travelers get visas, he, like other ex-Com- 
mies who have 
has no pull in the State Department. 

Friends complained that too many beau- 
tiful examples of Spanish baroque archi- 
tecture had been razed to erect ugly mod- 
ern buildings.

The Old and the New 


One night in Taxco, I watched a burro 
caravan clatter mysteriously down a nar- 
row medieval lane, like a scene from Cer- 
vantes. Two of the burro drivers, in wide 
swung electric 
torches. Those objects keep flashing in 
my mind. Has the desire for modern goods 
breached the traditional resistance of the 
Indian culture, which so long rebuffed that 
of Spain? If so, Mexico would be on the 
way to another era of reconstruction, 

Be that as it may. American business 
men, I thought, displayed a new spirit. One 
observed: “The days of foreign exploita- 
tion are over. Today, we must go into 
partnership with Mexicans, divide the gains 
the losses with them, in the building up 
of the country. But I think the Mexicans 
realize that we have a contribution to 
make which they badly need.” 

Newspaper editorials in Excelsior and 
Universal declare that Mexico needs foreign 


know-how and capital, if it is to solve its . 


economic problems. Such a solution may 
be easier because of the new character of 
the present Government, The same issues 
of the newspapers kept referring, as they 
do these days, to “Lic, (lawyer) Aleman“ 
a significant change from the past when 
every President was a general. 


Know-How Needed 


Not only was Mexico’s central govern- 
ment usually headed by a military man; 
but the various regions of the republic, nev- 
er closely knit together, were the preserves 
of local war lords. The trend has been 
away from that system for some time and 
now culminates in “Lic.” Aleman’s civil 
regime. Mexicans now have some hope 
that economic and political developments 
may proceed without coups. ; 

The new Government of lawyers, how- 
ever, will not tamper much with the law 
of the land. The revolutionary Constitution 
of 1917, clear-sighted American observers 
predict, will not be changed. There prob- 
ably will be deals by which American firms 
will be employed to drill oil wells. But 
the title to the subsoil riches will stay in 
the hands of the state. Labor unions may 
languish, but woe to the gringo employer 
who trys to defy the labor laws. In short, 
the Government will not and cannot turn 
back the clock to 1910.

Marston Hamlin, New York ar- 

tist who joined the Washington 

University art school faculty this 

fall, is one of 16 painters of the 

St. Louis area included in a water 

color exhibition which opened to- 

jay at the T. M. H. A., 724 Union 
boulevard. The show is to extend 

through Nov, 15. 

Hamlin’s painting is “Birthday,” 

a symbolic work whose central 


figure is a human embryo. To the 
left is a rhythmic curve of blue, 
widening as it rises, with tree 
branches extending into it to con- 
vey the idea of vigorous, surging 
growth. To the left, balancing the 
sweep of color, is a rigid structure 
of dry, black sticks. 

The exhibitor said the painting 
might be taken to suggest conflict 
between development of the indi- 
vidual and unyielding conventions 
of society, but that each observer 
should interpret the ‘picture for 
himself. 

Hamlin, a member of the Ar- 
tists’ League of America, has ex- 
hibited at New Age Gallery and 
Contemporary Arts Gallery, New 
York. He studied at Beaux-Arts 
School of Design, New York, and 
Columbia University art school. 
At Washington University he 
teaches drawing and composition 
to third and fourth year students. 

Werner Drewes, German painter 
who came to St. Louis last year 
and as yet has not exhibited 
widely in St. Louis, is showing 
“Autumn,” notable for sparkle and 
spontaneity of color. The picture 
represents a stage in the transi- 
tion between realism and abstrac- 
tionism, a field in which Drewes 
does much of his work, With 
economy of line, the painting sug- 
gests brilliant foliage and ex- 
panse of sky, but does not depict 
them literally.

Honor—Business to

The first bodies of St, Louis 
area war dead from among the 31 
former young men of the city and 
vicinity arriving in San Francisco 
aboard an Army transport from 
the Pacific Oct. 10 will be re- 
ceived here with honor next Sat- 
urday for final burial, 

Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann, by 
‘proclamation, has declared Satur- 
‘day a special day of tribute to 
World War II dead. He requested 
that all national colors be flown 
at half staft and that all business, 
transportation and other activities 
halt for one minute at 10 a. m., 
and that citizens and radio sta- 
tions observe the minute in si- 
lence as a mark of respect, 

Troops will line Aloe Plaza, fac- 
ing Union Station, from 9 a.m. 
until the reception of the bodies 
is completed. There will be 300 
soldiers from Scott Field, 100 
Navy personnel from the Lambert- 
St. Louis Field Air Base, 30 Ma- 
rines and a representation from 
the Coast Guard 

Market street, between Twen- 
tieth and Eighteenth streets, will 
be closed during the ceremony. 
The soldierg will line the Plaza 
area, with the sailors flanking 
them at Eighteenth and Twenti- 
eth streets. The Marine and Coast 
Guard contingents will form in 
two lanes from the door of the 
station baggage room, on Market 
street, to waiting undertakers’ 
vehicles, 

A funeral dirge will be played 
by the Scott Field band as the 
bodies are carried from the sta- 
tion. Mayor Kaufmann and Pre- 
siding Judge Luman F. Matthews 
of the St. uis County Court will 
represent the city and the county. 

Arrangements for the reception 
of the bodies are being completed 
by representatives of various vet- 
erans’ organizations, city officials 
and officers of the Missouri Mili- 
tary District. Four to eight bodies 
will be received Saturday, arriving 
in a special railroad car from Kan- 
sas City, each body accompanied 
by an escort representing the 
branch of service of the dead. 
Identity of the bodies will be an- 
nounced after relatives are noti- 
fied. Bodies of former residents 
of Southeast Missouri, included 
among the arrivals at San Fran- 
cisco, are expected to reach their 
former homes Friday and Satur- 
day from a distribution point at 
Memphis, Tenn. 

Members of veterans’ organiza- 
tions participating in the reception 
are experiencing difficulty in get- 
ting away from their jobs without 
loss of pay, it was reported today.

The second performance in the 
St. Louis engagement of the Ballet 
Russe de Monte Carlo was given 


last night in Kiel Auditorium. A 
much larger audience than had 
attended the Monday night opener 
was in evidence, a fact which may 
have contributed to the higher 
volatility of what went on beyond 
the footlights. 

The greater part of the program 
was devoted to two seemingly in- 
dispensable favorites of the ballet 
repertory — “Swan Lake” and 
“Scheherazade” — and judging by 
their reception a new generation 
of addicts has come into the au- 
dience to guarantee a further ex- 
tension of their longevity. Even 
the old hands, however, are com- 
pelled to like “Swan Lake” when 
it is done well, for it has all the 
basic ingredients of a chore- 
ographic piece de resistance.

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Small but Handy 
Kitchen Gadgets

OMETIMES the vision of the 

grander, more spectacular piece 

of kitchen equipment blinds us 
to the good service of the modest 
and far less expensive gadget. 

Take electric casseroles. Per- 
haps you've been looking at the 
larger electric roasters so hard 
that you've forgotten entirely that 
the smaller—and much less expen- 
sive—casserole can offer you a lot. 
Such an electric casserole or 
roasterette operates on the same 
principle as the roaster. How- 
ever, it is smaller—running around 
three quarts in capacity—and op- 
erates on two heats, high and low, 
It’s attractive looking with its 
white porcelain enamel on steel. 
Economical, too, for it is well in- 
sulated. Such an electric cas- 
serole is ideal for roasting meats, 
making stews, cooking cereals 
slowly and a long time in the man- 
ner prescribed for young sprouts, 
Casseroles range in price from 
about $8 to around $11. 

There are many different kinds 
of hand-operated egg beaters. Most. 
of them are showing good im- 
provements in the design of the 
beaters and the ease of their oper- 
ation. Among the new ideas now 
in stores are two-speed \ beaters— 
slow and fast. 

Something else new that will 
make their appearance soon are 
hand operated beaters attached to 
a base and with their own bowls, 
somewhat like the electric mixer 
in general appearance and oper- 
ation.

T the Freedom House dinner at 
which the annual Freedom 


Award was presented to Secretary 
George C. Marshall. All of the 
speeches expressed gratitude for 
what he had given to the United 
States in war and what the na- 


tion hoped he would be able to 
give to our country and to the 
world in peace. It must be a 
somewhat awesome thing to sit 
and hear so much praise of one 


self and to realize that, back of 
the praise, lies so much hope 
whi laces on the poor individ- 
ual’s shoulders such terrific re- 
sponsibility. 

It falls to the lot of everyone in 
high office to carry this weight 
of responsibility. But just at pres- 
ent, anyone in a position of great 
trust, while the world is in such 
turmoil, must feel somewhat baf- 
fled when the longing in the hearts 
of so many is put into words. 


I SPENT Monday at the plenary 
session of the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly. Committee No. 3 
was making its report on the 
transfer to the United Nations of 
the League of Nations’ powers over 
the conventions on “traffic in 
women and children and obscene 
literature.”

WHAT'S WRONG Wize Alfred? Wounded pride! First, 
because he didn't live with his parents as other boys in his 
neighborhood did. Then he dropped behind other youngsters 
of his age, so was called a “dummy.” To “cover up” he told 
untruths. That is the quick way to smooth over what is an 
embarrassing or difficult situation. The hard way is to tell 
the truth, or study hard until one really succeeds, Honesty 
is a habit, and so is lying. Which one will develop in a child, 
depends upon his environment even early in life. Unless we 
reward truthfulness and punish lying, we shall never cause 
children to become reliable. It is quite natural for a youngster 
to lie, for his untruth is usually a quick attempt at a better 


adjustment to his troublesome situation. In the long run, how-. 


ever, it is a poor adjustment, so we must teach him to tell 
the truth. Preaching morality to him is likely to be too vague, 
at least in ‘the early years. We must praise his veracity. And 
always link lying and stealing with childishness. Show the 
culprit that babies or toddlers lie and steal because they 
aren't big enough to konw better. If they still tell untruths 
or steal, people will thigk they are babies. This treatment is 
very effective, for children dislike being thought babyish. 
So harness this natural desire of youngsters in the interest

Watch Child 
Who Gives 
Toys Away

ATCH out when a child of 
W 4 to 7 is too generous with 

his belongings, his bit of 
candy. When a little boy or girl 
takes the candy he has been given 
and hands it over to his playmates 
so that he is left looking on while 
they eat his sweets without so 
much as a thank you in his direc- 
tion, it may mean that he feels in- 
adequate to his position in the 
group and is buying his way. That 
would be a great misfortune to the 
child. 

Little ones of this age are not 
altruistic. They are selfish and 
self-centered. hey want things 
and more — oe They want to 
possess everything in sight if they 
are not taught to restrain them- 
selves. It is not natural for a 
healthy, wholesome youngster to 
give his cherished things away. 

When a child does give his toys 
and his sweets away too fre- 
quently, it ig well to look atten- 
tively at his ways through the day 
to note if there is any. sign of 
timidity, any lack of aggressive- 
ness. A healthy child is given to 
taking the middle of the road in 
such matters. He does not give 
too freely and does not assume 
aggressive attitudes toward ethers 
without a just cause. When a 
child is overbalanced in either di- 
rection, it is a signal for attention. 

Does he eat and sleep well? 
Does he take part in the games or 
does he let the other children 
take his things and play with 
them while he looks on? If he 
does that, it would be well to 
have the child specialist look him 
over and test his reactions. Chil- 
dren who are up to health stan- 
dards—whose eyes, ears, nose and 
throat and important glands are 
in good order, whose nerves are 
sturdy and whose organs func- 
tion wholesomely—are not timid, 
are not backward in holding their 
own. 

It does no good to tell a timid 


child he must not give his things 


away, that he must stand up for 
himself, that he must hold his 
ball and keep watch over his bike. 
He would do that without being 
told so if ha could, and it is our 
duty to discover why he cannot 
hold his own. If we watch his 
ways during the day without say-
